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Annual Constituency 


Convention 


held at Millet 


For the first time in its hfstory 
the Wetaskiwin Federal Constituency 
Association held its annual convention 
in Millet, on June 22. Mr. John West, 
Mayor of Millet, welcomed the dele- 
gates in a very neat and pleasing ad- 
dress. He then presented a beauti- 
fully inscribed key to Mr. Robt. 
Haskins, president of the Association. 
This ceremony was.one of the pleas- 
ant interludes of the afternoon ses- 
sion. 

The secretary’s report showed the 
Association to be in a very favorable 
condition financially. 

Wm, Irvine, M.P., gave an interest- 
ing report of the work done during 
the last session of parliament. He 
characterized it as a session barren 
of any results insofar as the amelior- 
ation of present conditions were con- 
cerned. He explained the attitude of 
his group in the house to such major 
questions as the Railway Bill, ete. 

The convention differed from all 
previous ones in that the resolutions 
presented were very few in number. 
The reason for this was apparent. The 
members of the Association are for 
the most part convinced that to at- 
tempt to patch the present social sys- 
tem is futile. They are desirous only 
of pressing on towards the realiza- 
tion of the new social order, the steps 
towards which are indicated on the 
C.C.F. platform. Resolutions discussed 
dealt with (1) Municipal Hail Insur- 
ance; (2) The Douglas Plan. Two 
important amendments were made to 
the cnostitution. Both were for the 
purpose of allowing juniors to become 
members of the Association. 

The Junior Director for Wetaskiwin 
Constituency, Wm. Runte, pleaded 
with the audience for awakening of 
interest in the Junior work. His ad- 
dress was delivered in an earnest and 
pleasing manner and made quite a 
favorable impression. 

In the evening one of the largest 
audiences ever seen in Millet, listened 
with wrapt attention to an excellent 
address by E. J. Garland, M.P. for Bow 
River. With an eloquence ‘and dram- 
atic force that carried the audience 
with him, he traced the history of the 
present crisis. He showed how im- 
provements in methods of production, 


power in the hands of a few men, and 
the consequent decrease of purchasing 
power on the part of the masses ha 
made the bread lines of 19383 inevit- 
able. He dealt with the steps taken 
by capitalistic nations to save them- 
selves from disuster und at the same 
time preserve the capitalist, system. 
This had been ‘proved impossible. 
Under capitalism no cure could be ef- 
fected. He dealt with the main planks 
in the C.C.I, platform und endeavor- 
ed to show that any government which 
truly set itself to the task of solving 
our present economic problems would 
have to do so by taking steps towards 
socialism. 

Whether one agreed with Mr, Gar- 
land or not as to cure, one had to ad- 
mit that his address was an intellect- 
ual and masterly exposition of present

U.F.W.A. Conference held at Ponoka 


Ponoka, June 20.—The annual U. F, 
W. A. Conference of Wetaskiwin Con- 
stituency was held in the Empress 
Theatre on Thursday. all sessions be- 
ing exceptionally well attended. 

At the afternoon conference, Mrs. 
Ray ‘Carter, of Ponoka, director, pre- 
sided and the principal speakers were 
Mr. Wm. Irvine, M.P. for Wetaskiwin 
Constituency; Mrs, Price, Provincial 
President of U.F.W.A., and Mrs, Dow- 
dell of Leduc, 

Mrs. Price spoke eloquently on the 
work accomplished by the women’s 
locals throughout the country, and 
stressed the importance of still fur- 
ther advances being made in the in- 
terests of child welfare by a broader 
knowledge regarding health and the 
system of satitation in our schools as 
a preventative against contagious dis- 
ease. 

Mrs. Dowdell distinguished herself 
as an orator in a passionate appeal 
for a new social. system, the outcome 
of the speech resulting in a resolution 
passed unanimously to be forwarded 
the provincial convention to the ef- 
fect, that in spite of all conferences, 
national and international, the capital- 
istic system which present powers 
adhere to, has failed. It was therefore 
resolved that this conference endorse 
the policy of the C.C.F. as Canada’s 


way out of the present tragic situa-' 


tion. 


Mr. Irvine spoke on what the C.C.F. 
would do if they gained power at the 
next election. He outlined their plans 
of accomplishing the changes advo- 
cated by this policy. He further 
dealt with the overcoming of Consti- 
tutional difficulties that would be met 
and explained all that would be in- 
volved in their plans for economy, and 
the position of the C.C.F in regard to 
international affairs. He concluded his 
address by answering the critics in 
respect to private property and re- 
wards for service under Co-Operative 
Commonwealth. 

At the evening session, Mr. Garland, 
_M.P. for Bow River, gave i rousing 
address to a crowd estimated at about 
.250 people. Mr. Garland, like ths oth- 
er speakers of the day, condemned 
capitalisin to the scrap heap fefore 
further progress can be accomplished. 
He expounded on the debt question in 
a very forceful manner anda spoke 
convincingly of the favorable accept- 
ance of the C.C.F. policy in eastern 
centres. 


Mr. Young, Provincial President of 
UF.A., and Mrs, Ross, Vice-Fresident 
of {tha UJF.W.A., gave pleasure to 
their audiences by their brief, but in- 
‘teresting talks on the work of the 
groups.

teeth. 503 children from. the Wetas- 
kiwin schools were examined durihg 
the past three months and out of this 
number only 14 were found to be 
clear of all defects. The examina- 
tions of these disclosed that 161 child- 
ren’s eyes, 14 noses and 142 throats 
should have attention. Aproximately 
50 of this number were recommended 
for furgent attention. The dentists 
recommended 138 extractions and 1083 
fillings required. 

Any of the rural school boards in 
our district who have not yet got in 
touch with the Kiwanis Club and 
wish to take advantage of this ser- 
vice are requested to do so at the 
earliest opportunity so that the neces- 
sary arrangements can be made to 
carry on the work after schools open 
in the autumn,

M.L.A.. and Wm. Irvine, M.P. The 
chair was taken by W. Stevens, presi- 
dent of the local, who in his open- 
remarks, stressed the value and _ siz- 
nificance of U.F.A. Sunday. The

The chief speaker of the after- 
noony Mr. /Rusgell Love, ‘of Wain- 
wright, gave a very thoughtful ad- 
dress.

Something for Nothing 


Much as some persons might wish 
to disclaim it, there are but few to- 
day who are entirely immune from 
that subtle sense of satisfaction 
which overtakes the recipient_ of a 


free gift. It may be that we only 
think we have got something for 
nothing, but that makes no differ- 
ence—the little thrill will be there 
and we enjoy the free drinks: at the 
opening of a ‘beer parlor or the 
cigar on payment of a bill at the 
co-operative store all the more _ be- 
cause they have come to us (as we 


think) without money and without 
price. = 

Some, of course, are more sensi- 
tive to this appeal than others. 


There is eg., the story of the Scots- 
man who—but no, the pages of The 
Times will not be blackened with 
contumacious references to t§at Jong- 
suffering and much misunderstood 
race if the present writer can help it. 
It is more to the point to say that for 
all those sensitive ones, be they 
Scotch or Jew or Finn, there is no 
place for them today like the post of- 
fice. For here you go expecting little 
—a private letter perhaps, or a little 
cheque from some source or another, 
and of course your loca] paper on 
Thursday—but lo! for once your ex- 
pectations are dwarfed by the event 
and you come away with an armful! 
Catalogues galore, full of the most in- 
triguing pictures, specimen copies of 
newspapers or magazines all indis- 
pensable to the home, ‘prospectuses 
from distant concerns that offer un- 
rivalled facilities for coining money, 
and numbers of carefully type addres- 
Sed letters with a dignifying Esq. ap- 
pended to your name. Who would 
not feel flattered and pleased with 
such an assortment of free gifts? 


But just at this point sober truth 
compels a caveat to be entered on 
the general proposition above laid 
down. Certain persons’ struggling 
with their congested post office 
boxes have been observed to display 


a lack of gratitude and even posi- 
tive displeasure at this invasion, as 
they  splenetically phrased it, of 


their private rights, They have even 
so far forgot themselves, these in- 
sensitive ones, as to treat their gifts 
with cold disdain, even attempting 
to leave them on the floor in flat 
defiance of the notice which very 
properly reminds them that the 
post office is no place for litter. 

Postmasters, usually a well-condi- 
tioned class of men, have been over- 
heard to’ utter curses, not loud but 
deep as they struggled with a_ task 
made doubly onerous by-the bene- 
factions in question and _ waiting 
lines of farmers with many miles to 
go home have been known to say 
quate nreasonable things frbout the 
postmaster. 

But these and many other 
snags that attend the case may well 
be put down to the general imper- 
fection incident to human nature. 
The well-ordered waiter at the post 
office will adopt an attitude of pat- 
jience as his _box is being stuffed to 
bursting point, and when at last he 
succeeds in dislodging the articles 
will carry them all carefully home 
and treat them with the  considera- 
tion they deserve. It is true, of 
course, that he may find many our- 
ious misfits among his gifts.

Inset in this 
comprehensive scheme is the por- 
trait of a venerable looking mast 
whose hair (by some freak of nature 
or perhaps by the intensity of his 
labors for humanity) has quite de-! 
serted the place where it ought 
chiefly to grow, and concentrated

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18 NATIONAL PARKS IN CANADA 
THE THREE LARGEST BEING IN 
ALBERTA AND SASKATGHEWAN 


A total of 616,215 persons visited 
the 18 national parks of ‘Canada in 
the fiscal year 1931-32. These great 
reservai ong cover an ageregato 
area of 18,000. square miles, Each 
has its own attractive characteris- 
tics. Theer are three scenic and four 
animal parks in Alberta, four scenic 
parks in British Columbia, one scenic 
park in Manitoba and one in Sas- 
katchewan; one ,historic park in 
Nova Scotia and! one in New SBruns- 
wick, one recreation park in Ontario 
and two island park units, The larg- 
est of the parks is Jasper, Alberta, 
which has an- area of 4,200 square 
miles. It is described as an immense 
mountain wilderness, with numbers 
of unchimbed ‘peaks, glaciers, lakes 
of wonderful coloring, hot springs, 
a big game sanctuary and one of the 
finest golf courses in North America. 
More than 11,000 , persons _ visited 
Jasper Park last year. Banff, the 
next largest park, has an area of 2,- 


585 square miles, It is situated on 
the eastern slope of the Rocky 
Mountains, This mountain play- 
ground, in which the incomparably 


beautiful Lake Louise is located, of- 
fers as recreations, alpine climbing, 
riding, swimming, golf, tennis in the 
summer and a variety of sports in 
the winter months. It is the most 
popular of all the national parks in 
Canada, Last year, 183,946 persons 
visited this park. Prince Albert Park 
in Central Saskatchewan is the third 
largest park with 6@n area of 1,869 
square miles, It is situated in a for- 
est country and has many lakes and 
streams in which there are excel- 
lent fishing, and has ideal camping 
grounds for motorists. ; 

All the national parks in Canada 
are easily accessible by motor car 
and within the ‘borders of the parks 
are 567 miles of motor roads, 2,514 


miles of trails and 1,066 miles or 
telephone lines. The smallest of Can- 
ada’s national parks is at Point 


Peele, a short distance from Wind- 
sor, Ontario, and Detroit, Michigan. 
This park, only 6.04 square miles in 
area, is at Canada’s most southerly 
latitude. Nex to Banff it attracts 
the largest number of visitors. Last 
year over 150,000 persons went there 
in 38,105 motor cars, over 80 per 
cent being from the State of Michi- 
gan. This park constitutes one of the 
finest bird sanctuaries in Eastern 
Canada. It is one of the principal 
routes of migration for birds to and 
from their northern breeding areas 
and is one of the most attractive 
places in Hastern America. 

All the national parks in Canada 
are open to visitors to whom every 
facility for enjoying the  recreation- 
al advantages is offered.

. The Pollen Of Hay Fever 

But what of the Pollen? Yes, it is 
the exciting cause of hay fever. But 
it isnt’ the only cause. Millions of 
people who inhale pollen do not have 
hay fever. Why? Because they are 
not built that way—they aren't pre- 
disposed to it. Perhaps, in some 
cases, the predisposing factor is an 
abnormality of the nasal passage 
(polyps, enlarged turbinates deflected 
septum).

MYSTERY OF THE GULF STREAM 


Ever since the Gulf Stream was

What does it do? The recent return

not, as is popularly supposed, a vast

continent as they nest in large num- 
bers in Western and Northern Can- 
ada (as well as in Europe and. Asia), 
and they are often seen on migration 
in the province of Quebec, but this 
is the first known case of a pintall 
from Iceland being shot in North 
America, 

A resident of Bradore Bay, Quebec, 
a little village near the west end of 
the Strait ol Belle Isle, while out 
hunting flushed a drake pintail from 
a small pond and shot it. When he 
picked up the bird he was surprised 
to find a small ring of aluminum on 
one of its legs. On examination he 
discovered that the band bore a name 
and Danish address stamped on _ it. 
The band was preserved and later 
shown to a member of the Migratory 
Bird protection staff of the Depart- 
ment of the Interior. The matter was 
reported to Ottawa and as a result of 
the inquiries instituted in Denmark it 
was revealed that the duck had been 
banded when yet a duckling on June 
80, 1980, in Aldaldal, northern  Ice- 
land, and later released. 

The marking of wild birds of 
many kinds with numbered alumin- 
um bands is a method of investiga- 
tion increasingly used by scientists in 
Europe, North America, and Japan, 
that is yielding surprising and valu- 
able information. In North America 
this work is carried on. as a joint pro- 
ject by the National Parks Branch of 
the Canaidian Department of the In- 
terior and by the Biological Survey 
of the United States Department of 
Agricuture, Canadians wishing to as- 
sist in placing such bands must first 
obtain permits from the Department 
of the Interior, but all persons finding 
such bands on wild birds or their re- 
mains are requested to notify the 
Commissioner of the National Parks 
of Canada, Department of the Inter- 
ior, Ottawa, quoting the number of 
the band and stating when and where 
it was discovered, so as to aid in this 
unusual research. -

Consolidating Tax Arrears 
For the purpose of encouraging pro- 
perty owners to liquidate any-arrears 
of taxes, and also to give better op_ 
portunity to those whose lands may 
have passed under the tax recovery 
act, to regain title or at least pro- 
tect their property from sale, the pro- 
visions of the new tax consolidation 
act, passed at last session of the leg- 
ilature, have now been brought into 
effect, and may be taken advantage 
of. The act provides for arrears of 
taxes of more than a year’s standing, 
as at the beginning of 1938, to be 
consolidated, and payments made in 
six annual instalments, each to Qe 
paid not later than December 15 in 
each year. The first instalment {s_ to 
be ten per cent of the consolidated ar- 
rears, the second instalment ten per 
cent. the third 15 per cent, the fourth 
20 per cent, the fifth 20 per.,cent and 
the sixth 25 per cent. Those wishing 
to avail themselves of the advantages 
of the act must apply in writing to 
the municipality before October 1. 
Owners of land whose taxes were con- 
solidated under the acts of 1931 and 
1932, may come under the new agree- 
ment by making application up to 
October 15. The instalments collected 
under the new system will be pro, 
rated among the various taxing auth- 
orities involved, The new act pro- 
vides for certain dtscounts on the 
payments of the instalments of ar- 
rears as follows: For arrears of six 
years and more 26 per cent, arrears 
of five years 22 per cent. of four years 
18 per cent, of three years 14 per 
cent, and of two vears nine per cent. 
These discounts will he computed, 
not on the total amount of the con- 
solidation. but separately on each 
elass of tax involved. That its. if the 
portion of the consolidated amount 
which is due on supplementary rev_ 
enue is in arrears for six years, then 
the 26 per cent discount applies, but 
if that portion of the total which ap- 
plies to another class of tax is in ar- 
rears for only four years,. then it 
would receive only 18 per cent dis- 
count and so forth. The act also as- 
sists those whose property is at pre- 
sent under the tax recover act, by 
permitting them also to make an 
agreement to pay up arrears under 
the new act, and on completion of all 
the requirements of the agreement, 
regain title to their lands. This ap- 
plies to owners of two acres and 
more. A _ special additional discount 
of four per cent is allowed those who 
can pay the entire consolidated sum 
in one epayment, this discount being 
computed on the net amount of ar- 
rears due, after the other discounts 
have been deducted.
